SUBJECT: Electronic Surveillance Procedures 


Ls At long last the Attorney General has approved our 
procedures governing electronic surveillance under Section 2- 
202 of Executive Order 12036. These procedures become 
effective on 4 June and replace existing highly restrictive 
procedures developed under Executive Order 11905, the prede- 
cessor to Executive Order 12036. The new procedures cover: 


a. Directing electronic surveillance activities 
at U.S. persons abroad or any person in the United 
States. 


b. Disseminating communications of or about 
U.S. persons incidentally obtained in the course of 
surveillance directed against foreign targets abroad. 


Cc. Testing of electronic communications 
equipment in the United States and the training of 
CIA personnel in the use of such equipment. 


d. Using audio countermeasures to determine 
the existence and capability of electronic surveillance 
equipment being used unlawfully.
